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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Citizens  and  the  School  Committee  of  Washington: 

Herewith  is  submitted  my  fourth  annual  report  as  superin- 
tendent of  your  schools. 

The  financial  report  has  been  made  out  a  little  more  in  detail 
this  year  in  order  that  the  citizens  of  the  town  may  be  able  to 
compare  the  costs  of  the  different  items  of  school  work  with 
similar  costs  of  a  year  ago.  It  will  be  noticed  at  once  that 
schools  have  cost  $820.99  more  than  a  year  ago,  but  a  little  care- 
ful study  will  reveal  the  fact  that  almost  all  this  increased  cost 
was  paid  by  the  state.  The  taxpayers  paid  just  $19.14  more 
than  they  did  a  year  ago. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  big  items  of  increase  are  elemen- 
tary school  transportation,  high  school  transportation  and  high 
school  tuition.  The  first  item  is  partially  due  to  closing  the 
North  School  and  carrying  the  children  to  Dal  ton  and  to  the 
expense  connected  with  the  Methe  children.  The  state  will  re- 
ceive back  a  large  part  of  this  item,  but  at  this  time  I  am  unable 
to  state  just  what  amount.  The  town  received  from  the  state 
for  high  school  transportation  this  year  $201.80  which  reduces 
the  costs  of  this  item  to  local  taxpayers  to  $290.18.  This  is 
about  $35  less  than  was  paid  last  year.  This  has  been  the  first 
time  the  town  of  Washington  has  received  high  school  trans- 
portation money  and  it  has  been  the  policy  of  the  school  com- 
mittee to  allow  this  extra  money  to  go  towards  paying  the  board 
for  children  who  elect  to  remain  in  Pittsfield  the  entire  week. 
The  state  paid  the  town  20c  a  day  for  each  day  a  child  attended 
school  last  year,  and  I  am  expecting  that  before  another  year  is 
completed  that  amount  will  be  increased  to  30c  which  is  the 
amount  received  in  Hinsdale.  The  reimbursement  is  based  on  a 
series  of  items  that  are  averaged  for  the  last  three  years,  and 
therefore  at  this  time  it  is  almost  impossible  for  me  to  state  ex- 
actly when  the  town  will  be  entitled  to  the  greater  amount. 
Some  towns  receive  40c  a  day  and  I  think  that  before  many 
years  we  will  qualify  for  that  class.  However,  the  state  only 
pays  these  amounts  when  the  amount  is  actually  paid  to  the 
pupil.  In  other  words  this  year  the  state  paid  half  of  the  cost 
which  was  not  to  exceed  20c  per  day  of  attendance. 

The  increase  in  high  tuition  costs  is  controlled  by  the  towns 
where  the  schools  are,  but  here  again  the  state  pays  all  the  ex- 
pense and  an  increase  in  the  amount  should  not  worry  the  tax- 
payers of  Washington  as  long  as  they  are  sure  the  children  take 
the  advantages  of  what  the  state  has  provided  for  them. 
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A  law  went  into  effect  early  last  spring  that  is  more  or  less 
open  to  different  interpretations  but  which  is  usually  taken  to 
indicate  that  all  money  that  comes  from  the  state  should  first 
go  into  the  town  treasury  and  there  mixed  with  all  other  money. 
Therefore,  instead  of  the  schools  asking  for  a  certain  amount  of 
money  and  what  comes  from  the  state  for  schools,  the  officials 
at  the  State  House  tell  me  they  prefer  that  at  town  meeting 
the  schools  ask  for  a  definite  amount.  What  comes  from  the 
state  will  be  taken  into  consideration  by  the  assessors  when 
figuring  the  tax  rate.  It  amounts  to  the  same  thing  in  the  end, 
but  the  state  prefer  this  method  of  bookkeeping.  Therefore 
at  town  meeting  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  school  committee 
to  name  the  amount  of  money  necessary  to  run  the  schools  for 
the  year. 

While  it  is  impossible  to  state  definitely  just  what  sum  will  be 
needed  for  another  year,  several  items  are  sure  to  be  greater  next 
year  than  this.  Transportation  and  tuition  bills  are  certain  to 
be  larger,  and  teachers  salaries  may  be  increased.  The  final 
solution  of  schooling  the  Methe  children  and  the  future  of  the 
South  Center  School  when  it  is  reduced  to  one  pupil  alone  will 
decide  the  exact  amounts  of  these  items.  The  nearest  I  can 
estimate  the  costs  for  the  coming  year  is  $5,800  for  it  must  be 
borne  in  mind  that  increases  shown  in  this  report  all  took  place 
since  September  and  do  not  record  an  entire  year's  expense,  es- 
pecially is  this  true  in  the  case  of  local  transportation.  How- 
ever, when  the  committee  ask  for  $5,800  it  must  be  remembered 
that  all  the  increased  costs  that  are  anticipated,  will  be  for  items 
that  the  state  pays  back,  therefore,  the  taxpayers  of  Washing- 
ton can  spend  $5,800  on  schools  and  yet  not  pay  any  more  from 
local  taxation  if  the  increase  is  spent  for  certain  items.  It  is 
not  safe  to  say  that  the  more  we  spend  the  more  the  state  will 
return,  but  it  is  safe  to  say  that  the  more  we  spend  for  certain 
items,  the  more  the  state  will  return.  And  the  items  which 
will  probably  increase  during  the  year  are  those  for  which  we 
shall  be  reimbursed.  Washington  is  so  situated  according  to 
valuation  that  she  can  spend  several  hundred  dollars  more 
without  costing  the  local  taxpayers  a  cent.  It  is  this  extra 
that  the  school  committee  is  asking  the  loan  of  until  it  is  return- 
ed by  the  state.  A  proof  that  the  above  statements  are  true  is 
seen  in  the  financial  report  of  the  school  committee  which  shows 
that  although  $820  was  spent  more  than  last  year,  it  cost  the 
taxpayers  only  $19.14  more.  The  reimbursement  which  will 
return  because  of  schools  will  for  the  most  part  be  received  dur- 
ing the  year  1923  so  that  the  assessors  can  figure  on  these 
amounts  and  the  tax  rate  will  not  be  increased  in  the  least. 
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During  the  year  the  school  committee  has  complied  with 
the  state  law  that  requires  every  town  to  hire  a  nurse,  and  has 
secured  the  services  of  Miss  Esther  McCormack  of  Becket  for 
one  day  a  month  at  a  salary  of  $5  a  day. 

Your  superintendent  has  given  a  great  deal  of  time  to  solving 
the  problem  of  schooling  the  children  of  the  South  Center  school 
and  is  at  this  time  unable  to  make  recommendations  for  the 
future  of  the  school  after  it  is  reduced  to  one  pupil. 

An  extra  teacher  has  been  placed  in  the  Valley  School  for  the 
winter  term  in  order  to  relieve  the  amount  of  work  previously 
done  by  one  teacher.  This  change  is  only  an  experiment  at  this 
stage  of  development  and  it  remains  to  be  seen  if  I  shall  recom- 
mend its  continuance.  We  were  able  to  make  the  experiment 
with  no  extra  costs  because  of  the  size  of  the  enrollment  of  the 
South  Center  School. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  state  that  I  feel  that  our  greatest  problem 
in  Washington  is  the  question  of  providing  adequate  schooling 
for  the  children  in  the  outlying  sections  of  the  town.  I  am 
aiming  to  give  the  children  the  best  instruction  possible  at  the 
same  time  keeping  in  mind  the  painful  conditions  connected  with 
transportation,  the  extreme  costs  of  maintaining  a  teacher  for 
two  or  three  pupils,  the  alleged  loss  in  valuation  in  property 
when  a  school  nearby  is  closed,  and  the  needs  of  fulfilling  the 
legal  requirements  as  laid  down  by  state  laws.  During  the  year 
I  have  found  in  general  a  spirit  of  cooperation  and  I  wish  to  go 
on  record  as  reporting  our  school  as  being  in  good  condition.  I 
base  this  statement  upon  a  report  made  by  Mr.  Burr  J.  Jones, 
an  agent  of  the  State  Board  of  Education.

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REPORT   OF  THE   SUPERINTENDENT   OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Citizens  and  School  Committee  of  Washington,  Greetings: 

Herewith  I  submit  my  report  on  the  schools  of  Washington. 
Due  to  the  fact  that  I  have  been  here  only  a  short  time,  since 
the  first  of  last  September,  this  report  will  be  quite  general  and 
by  no  means  comprehensive.  I  find  that  your  school  system  has 
been  simplified  to  one  school  building  for  the  whole  town. 
However,  there  are  two  teachers  in  this  building.  The  work 
covers  the  entire  eight  grades.  This  arrangement  is  working 
well  and  the  rooms  are  not  overcrowded.  The  teachers  are  do- 
ing commendable  work  and  my  impression  is  that  the  progress 
made  by  the  pupils  compares  favorably  with  other  schools. 
At  this  time  I  am  not  in  a  position  of  being  well  enough  ac- 
quainted with  the  finances  of  the  school  department  to  make 
any  recommendations  for  the  coming  year. 

There  are  two  outstanding  features  that  I  would  call  to  your 
attention.  First  the  school  building  does  not  meet  the  present 
and  approved  method  of  lighting.  In  a  modern  school  house 
the  light  enters  from  only  two  sides  so  that  there  is  no  cross 
lighting. 

This  effect  could  be  accomplished  in  the  present  building 
without  any  great  expense  by  closing  up  the  windows  on  one 
side  and  the  possible  rearrangement  of  the  pupils' desks.  The 
other  problem  is  that  of  proper  toilet  facilities.  I  find  there  is  a 
serious  need  of  improvement  in  this  regard.  The  most  approved 
method  of  solving  this  problem  is  to  install  chemical  closets. 
Such  closets  are  on  the  market  and  have  given  good  satisfaction 
in  rural  schools.  These  are  the  two  great  needs  of  your  present 
school  building. 

There  is  another  condition  that  prevails  in  your  school  sys- 
tem and  that  is  the  fact  that  your  teachers  do  not  live  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  school.  A  teacher  that  must  leave  town  every 
night  after  school  cannot  get  in  touch  with  the  community  and 
the  homes  of  the  children.  I  feel  that  the  homes  should  know 
the  teachers  and  a  teacher  that  lives  in  a  community  most  cer- 
tainly can  find  many  things  that  will  be  of  great  value  in  her 
more  concrete  work  of  teaching.  If  arangements  could  be  made 
for  the  teachers  to  live  near  the  schools  I  am  confident  the 
schools  would  be  benefitted. 

The  school  statistics  are  taken  from  the  state  report  of  last 
June  and  show  the  number  of  pupils  and  days  of  school  for  the 
school  year  ending  in  June. 
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As  stated  in  the  beginning  this  report  is  just  the  first  impres- 
sions of  the  superintendent  who  will  be  able  to  render  a  more 
comprehensive  statement  in  the  next  report.  I  am  truly 
pleased  with  the  fine  spirit  of  co-operation  manifested  by  the 
teachers,  pupils  and  citizens  whom  I  have  met  in  the  town  of 
Washington.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  Washington,  Greetings: 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  on  the  public  schools  of 
Washington.  The  Valley  School  has  been  maintained  through- 
out the  year.  The  total  number  of  days  that  the  school  was  in 
session  was  186.  This  number  of  days  ranks  the  highest  in 
this  school  union.  The  next  in  rank  is  Hinsdale  with  184  days. 
The  percent  of  attendance,  however,  was  only  85. 

Our  school  enrolment  is  rather  small — the  membership 
in  the  public  schools  April  1,  1924  was  as  follows: 

Grade  1 — 4;  grade  2 — 4;  grade  3 — 7;  grade  4 — 1;  grade 
5—6;  grade  6 — 3;  grade  7 — 3;  grade  8 — 5.  Making  a  total  of 
33  pupils.  The  cost  of  instruction  and  local  transportation  is 
approximately  $88  per  pupil  for  the  year.  Taking  the  school 
year  as  186  days  we  find  the  daily  cost  for  these  two  items  alone 
is  47  cents  per  pupil.  Now  in  the  registers  I  find  the  total 
number  of  days  absence  to  be  714.  Taking  the  cost  per  pupil 
for  each  day  for  the  items  of  instruction  and  transportation  as 
47  cents,  the  days  of  absence  would  mean  a  loss  of  $335.58. 

Of  course,  the  cost  of  instruction  would  not  be  lessened  by 
perfect  attendance  but  this  is  a  loss  that  in  many  cases  could 
have  been  prevented.  This  loss  is  relatively  high  compared 
with  other  towns.  I  have  called  attention  to  these  facts 
trusting  the  parents  will  see  that  not  only  the  child  suffers  from 
absence  but  the  community  itself  has  to  sustain  a  material  loss 
for  every  day  a  child  is  absent  from  school. 

Appropriate  school  exercises  were  held  on  Memorial  Day 
and  the  schools  were  presented  with  two  silk  flags  and  standards 
by  the  Berkshire  Relief  Corps  of  Pittsfield.  The  school  chil- 
dren assisted  in  the  decoration  of  the  soldiers'  graves. 

On  June  26  graduation  exercises  were  held  at  Maple  View 
Hall.  About  300  parents  and  friends  were  present.  Both 
schools  assisted  in  the  programme.  Honorable  Allen  T.  Tread- 
way  was  present  and  addressed  the  company.  Diplomas  were 
awarded  to  four  graduates  for  completing  the  course  in  the 
elementary  schools. 

The  schoolhouse  has  been  painted  and  the  toilets  repaired 
during  the  year.  At  the  present  time  there  are  two  teachers, 
one  in  the  Primary  department,  Miss  Smith  of  Pittsfield,  and 
one  in  the  Grammar  school,  Miss  Roberts  of  Pittsfield.  Both 
teachers  have  had  considerable  experience  and  are  doing  faithful 
and  conscientious  work.  I  feel  that  the  general  school  spirit 
has  been  greatly  improved  under  the  direction  of  these  teachers. 
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In  conclusion  I  would  state  that  although  we  have  only  one 
school  building  in  use,  having  two  teachers  and  on  the  average 
an  enrolment  of  33  pupils,  the  work  and  standard  of  instruction 
in  this  school  is  good.  It  must  be  remembered  that  the  quality 
of  work  is  the  true  basis  of  a  good  school. 

I  desire  to  extend  my  appreciation  to  you  as  committee 
and  citizens  of  Washington  for  your  frank  co-operation  in  all 
things  pertaining  to  our  schools.
